Peel, British delegate and finan¬ 
cial expert to the China Cna- 
toma conference at Peking, ar¬ 
rived here to-day from the 
Ori nt on board the iinar Em¬ 
press of Canada on hif way baek 
to England. 

Owing to absents of stable govero- 
•nent at tha Chines# capital and lha 
chaotic Internal condition of China, 
comparatively little was accom¬ 
plished by the customs delegates. It 
Is understood, a* no real govsrnmant 
existed with whom treaties could be 
framed aad ratified with any Indi¬ 
cation of permanence. 

Col. Pool commented that hla da- 
psuture doaa not mean (treat Britain 
Intends to doaert tha conference, 'and 
said rather (bat ha expected the par¬ 
leys to continue until something con¬ 
crete has been accomplished toward 
granting Chinn an Increased tariff 
nua It not tha tariff autonomy da- 
mtndvd.

NEW GOVERNMENT 


Silva Ministry Ousted; Cabe- 
cadas in Control Till New 
• Cabinet Formed 

General Gomez ,0a Costa la 
to be Minister of War; 
Arrives in Lisbon 


Liston. May 31.—Commaadsf 
Cabecadas. who bora an Important 
part In the establishment of tba 
Portuguese Republic In 1910, to-day 
assumed tho premiership on the In¬ 
vitation of President Machado aa a 
result of the overthrow of the Da 
Silva Ministry Saturdsy. 

General Gomes Da Costa, one of tha 
prime movers In the military revolt 
which overthrew the Da Silva Cab¬ 
inet. was expected here to-day with 
his troops to take over the Minis¬ 
try of War. 

Lisbon. Portugal. May SI.—Com* 
manner Cabecadss. one of tha most 
popular men In ths Portuguasa navy, 
who In 1910 contributed greatly to 
the establishment of the republic by 
bombarding the Royal Palaoa, haa 
taken over the responsibilities of tha 
government until a new ministry 19 
formed. 

President Machado requested 
Cabacadas to act In that capacity 
until the situation paused by tha 
overthrow Saturday of tt# ministry 
headed by Antonio Maria da Silva 
should he straightened out. 

The downfall of Da Silva waa due 
to a revolutionary movement la 
which Commander Cabacadas wag 
one of the leaders. 

WITHOUT BLOOOdHKD 

The coup which resulted la tba 
ousting of Da Silva started last 
week and waa carried out without tha 
firing of a shot. The revolutionary 
committee In a communication an¬ 
nounced the movement waa purely 
republican and that It had beea 
started on the basis of forming a 
democratic government and aavtna 
the countries from tha politicians 
who ware ruining It. 

Commander Cabacadas will have 
the post of Minister of Marina Im 
the new government. 

Representatives of ad the divisions 
of tba Portuguese army have bean 
summoned to Lisbon to discuss tha 
new ministry. 

The coup of the revolutionists hag 
been received by tba public with en¬ 
thusiasm.

0«t the suggestion of Right Hon. Arthur Meighen, Conservative 
leader, both resolutions were allowed to stand until to-morrow. 

Premier King, in introducing the motions, said there was now; 
on the order paper a motion in his name providing for adjourn¬ 
ment of the House from next Wednesday to Friday in honor of 
King George ’a birthday. He understood it w^aa the desire of tha 
members to finish the work of tho session as quickly as possible. 
Therefore, he proposed the two motions. The Premier said he was 
aware tfrey could not carry without the unanimous consent of tha 
House.
